Yesterday’s German communiqué 
said: “Strong German forces, after 
a brief, but extremely violent, artil- 
lery preparation, went over to the 
attack on a broad front from the 
West Wall at 5.30 on the morning 
of December 16th, and in the 
first onrush overran the forward 
American positions between the 
High Venn and the north part of 
Luxembourg.

120-YEAR-OLD CRAFT IN 
GRANGEGORMAN 


The district called Grenmoraes | 
occupied an area of about 900 acres 
and formerly stretched northwards 
from the Liffey. to the confines of 
Finglas and Glasnevin, said Mr. T. 
King Moylan, Vice-president of the 
Old Dublin Society, when he read 
a paper on the subject at the Society's 
meeting last night. 

Prior to the Anglo-Norman invasion, 
he said, a large part of the area 
belonged to the Cathedral of Christ- 
church, which received, in later years, 
further gifts of ground, notably from 
Sir Hugh Hosey in 1316. Much of 
the land, from North’ Brunswick 
street to the North Circular road, was 
covered with orchards. Portion of 
these became known as “ The Dean’s 
Orchard” in 1560, and that name 
still appears in many of the present- 
day leases. The earliest known name 
of the district was Cillduig, spelled in 
various ways, and the name, Grange- 
gorman, emerged only in 1250. 

As early as 1818, hand-loom weaving 
by the patients of the institution, now 
known as Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital; was introduced, and this 
craft is still carried on. 

In 1921 the title of the institution 
was changed from the Richmond 
District Lunatic Asylum. It was the 
first institution of its kind in Ireland 
to drop the name of “ asylum.”

Trout Infection 


Not New 


WRITING about the tapeworm 
infection of trout in the Liffe 
reservoir, Mr. Robin meen, Bal- 
rath House, Balrath, Co. eath, 
states that this infection is not new, 
as he had caught trout with tape- 
worm infection in the Liffey seven 
years ago. All birds and mammals 
which eat the fish raw, he says, can 
be infected, and carry the adult 
worm. His letter continues:— 

“This cestode diphyllobothrium 
latum is well known and has been 
for many years studied by parasi- 
tologists. It is unique in that it 
requires three hosts for the com- 
pletion of its life cycle. The eggs 
get into water from sewage or flood 
water, and may be _ deposited 
through droppings direct into water. 
These eggs hatch into a small 
ciliated embryo, which, in its turn, 
is devoured .by a crustacean (water 
shrimp or cyclops); the crustacean 
is devoured by a fish, and the larva 
penetrates the fish’s gut and encysts 
in the muscle of the fish. 

“I do not know if the sportsmen 
of Co. Dublin and Wicklow like 
their fish raw, like some Nog- 
wegians, but certainly the cats have 
no objection, and 1 know of cats 
that have been infected by this 
worm. It is impossible to put down 
this disease by destroying birds, and 
still more impossible to destroy all 
fish-eaters. The line to investigate 
is the control or annihilation of this 
parasite by attacking it in the inter- 
mediate host.”

Purchase of Irish| 
Horses for Spain 


HE~ Supreme Court, Dublin, 
esterday, dismissed the appeal 
of Colonel de las Morenas, Upper 
Pembroke street, Dublin, taken 
from a judgment of the High Court, 
which refused to set aside proceed- 
ings brought against him by 
Saorstat and Continental Steamship 
Co., Ltd., for £2,600 damages for 
the loss of freight on 52 horses 
from Dublin to Lisbon, 
Saorstat and Continental Steam- 
ship Co., Ltd., stated that by a con- 
tract between them and Colonel de 
las Morenas they reserved space for 
the horses on the s.s. Assaroe on 
March 24th last, and that Colonel 
de las Morenas failed to deliver 


them. 

Colonel de las Morenas stated in 
an affidavit that he was head of the 
Spanish Military Commission in 
Ireland for the purchase of horses 
for the Spanish Army. The horses 
were available for shipment on 
March 24th, but the ship sailed 
without them because a navicert 
had not been issued in time. He 
asked to have the proceedings set 
aside on the ground that they were 
outside the. jurisdiction of the 
Court. as they impleaded the 
Government of Spain. a sovereign 
State. 

The trial judge directed that the 
damages should be assessed. 

The Supreme Court set aside the 
udgment and gave Colonel de las 

orenas liberty to defend the 
action. They allowed the company 
the costs of the High Court and 
the costs of the appeal. 


STATES EXEMPT 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, with whose 
judgment the other judges—Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan, Mr. Justice 
Geoghegan and Mr. Justice Black— 
agreed, said that the immunity of 
sovereign States and their rulers 
from the jurisdiction of the Courts 
of other States had long been 
recognised as a principle of inter- 
national law, and must now be 
accepted as part of the municipal 
law here by reason of Article 29 (3) 
of the Constitution, which provides 
that Ireland accepts the generally 
recognised frinciples of, interna- 
tional law as its rules of conduct 
in its relations with other States. 

It was clear that in these pro- 
ceedings, as framed, no relief was 
sought against any person save the 
appellant; he was sued in his per- 
sonal capacity, and the judgment 
which had been, or any judgment 
which might hereafter be obtained 
against him would bind merely him 
personally, and any such judgment 
could not be enforced against any 
property save his. 

In his opinion, there was no 
— for the suggestion that the 

overnment of Spain was being im- 
pleaded either directly or indirectly, 
and no basis for the claim that the 
enue meer should. be set aside. 

or those reasons he was of opinion 

that this appeal, in so far as it was 
concerned with the refusal of the 
High Court to set aside the pro- 
ceedings, failed, and should be dis- 
missed. That, however, did not 
conclude the matter, as it might 
well be that the appellant had a 
good defence to the procenmns 
as framed, and it was obvious that 
until the motion to have the pro- 
ceedings set aside had been disposed 
of he could not very well have had 
a defence.

HITTING BACK 


Christmas week has opened 
with a new and dramatic turn of 
events on the Western front. On 
Saturday it was reported that the 
Germans had launched . local 
counter-attacks against the 
American ist Army under 
General Hodges, which is fighting 
on the right of the British Army, 
just across the Belgian ‘and 
Luxembourg frontiers. Yesterday's 
bulletins, however, made it clear 
that Marshal von Rundstedt has 
Started a general offensive on a 
big scale. His attack was pre- 
ceded by a short but exceed- 
ingly violent artillery barrage. 
Evidently during the last few 
months the German High Com- 
mand has been able to bring 
up formidable reinforcements of 
big-calibre guns to this part of 
the front, which has been excep- 
tionally quiet. It also has 
managed to concentrate a strong 
force of tanks and armoured 
vehicles; and it seems that the 
Americans have been taken more 
or less by surprise. Allied 
reports admit fairly deep penetra- 
tion into their front in the Eupen- 
Malmédy area, which, it will be 
remembered, was ceded by 
Germany to Belgium after the 
last war. German troops have 
been dropped by parachute 
behind the American lines; and 
all the available evidence indicates 
that, far from being a mere 
manceuvre to save time, Marshal 
Rundstedt’s latest attack has been 
prepared with considerable skill 
and care, and is intended as a 
major offensive against the Anglo- 
American Allies. One of the 
most remarkable features of the 
Campaign in the West during 
the last six months has been 
the virtual disappearance from 
the skies of the. Luftwaffe. 
Evidently, the Germans, recognis- 
ing the fact that the British 
and American Air Forces 
had an almost overwhelming 
superiority in numbers, decided 
to conserve their _ limited 
resources. For, some time pre- 
viously they had almost ceased 
to turn out bombers, concen- 
trating their energies upon the 
production of V-1 bombs and 
V-2 rockets; but now there is 
reason to suppose that they have 
been producing a fairly sub- 
Stantial number of fighter, and 
fighter-bomber, aircraft. For the 
first time since the invasion of 
France, American reports speak 
of German “aggressiveness” in 
the air. Marshal von Rundstedt's 
advancing troops have been given 
reasonably adequate air cover; 
and, although the Americans 
claim to have shot down a large 
number of German machines at 
a comparatively small cost to 
themselves, there is little doubt 
that the Luftwaffe once again is 
proving to be an attacking force 
that cannot be wholly iznored. 
Furthermore, at the Southern end 
of the long line, where the French 
have been attacking, in the 
Alsatian plain, the Germans have 
gone over to the offensive. A 
certain amount of ground has 
been lost by the French troops, 
who are operating on the extreme 
right wing of General Patch’s 
Americans. Right along the 
front, which stretches for some 
seven hundred miles, the weather 
is such as normally to dis- 
courage offensive movements of 
any kind; but this war has 
taught that even the climate can 
be overcome by the modern 
military machine. 

After five years of a world 
struggle, it is only natural that 
the peoples of every nation should 
be suffering from a certain degree 
of war weariness. This condition 
induces a state of mind in which 
wishful thinking plays an im- 
portant, if not, indeed, a 
predominant, part. Ever since 
the British and Americans brought 
off their brilliant landings on the 
coast of Normandy, there has 
been a widespread feeling in the 
neutral as well as the belligerent 


only about forty divisions, but 
announces that by next spring this 
number probably will. be in- 
creased to 100. Whatever may 
be the comparative strengths: of 
the opposing armies in the West, 
it is quite certain that the German 
army, although it has suffered 
heavy and continuous reverses 


at Avranches, and has been 
sorely depleted by its losses‘ in 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary 
and Italy, is still in a position to 
mount a considerable offensive 
against the Americans. It is too 
soon yet to gauge the probabili- 
ties, or even the possibilities, of 
this latest move. Comparison 
with Ludendorff’s great attack 
in March, 1918, is inevitable; but 
it is equally unsafe.

TRE mysterious “White Paper”

The first - mentioned, being 
primarily a concern of the Govern- 
ment and the local authorities, must 
be treated from the outset mainly 
as a social problem. From this point 
of view, the question of location 
rather, than the financing of the 
various settlements is of prime im- 
portance. There are two well-defined 
schools of thought on the subject— 
one insistent on bringing the slum 
dweller out of his city habitat and 
settling him in suburban areas, and 
the other strong, if not to the point 
of insistence, on the flat idea. 
There is certainly much to be said 
on both sides,” and our city 
authorities have, as a result, wisely 
decided on a compromise. 


New Slums for Old 


In social. reform circles there 
appears to be a general tendency 
to favour the suburban: settlement, 
and this raises a question to which: 
students of the problem have so 
far given little thought. Does the 
transfer of a community from one 
area to another, such as that 
effected’ by the Corporation in a 
number of instances in recent years, 
tend to raise in any way the moral, 
social or. cultural standards of the 
people concerned? A close study 
of conditions in the new settlements 
does not, I fear, lead one to give 
an affirmative answer. [There is, 
of course, the element of locational 
environment in its favour, which 
possibly raises.the physical standard; 
but no migration of a qammunity, 
as such, will change the nature of 
that community. Moral and 
cultural standards can be influenced 
for the better only by contact with 
higher social strata, and in the new 
slums there is—if any—less oppor- 
tunity for these contacts than in the 
old. city. tenements. Given decent 
living accommodation, open spaces 
and normal amenities, I should say 
the city flat scheme has advantages 
over the suburban settlement. This, 
of course, always on the assumption 
that there is room for such develop- 
ment. The saving effected on trons- 
port and food, and the opportunity 
it affords of easy contact with the 
home at all * mes, is a set-off that 
should not be lost sight of when 
assessing, from a physica]. stand- 
point, the relative merits of the two 
solutions. 


Example from Holland 

It seems as if social reformers 
will have to recast their ideas on 
this subject of slum clearance. It 
is, in fact, worth while considering 
the possibility of classifying this 
section of our population with a 
view to giving the 
an opportunity of improving their 
social and cultural status. 


In Holland, for instance, pro- 
vision is made for such segrega- 
tions in the shape of probationary 
settlements. Here we might make 
a beginning with young married 
couples who, detached from the 
slum atmosphere, might—given 
the proper en nment—become, 
with their families, independent 
and self-respecting citizens. 


The financing of slum housing 
raises many issues outside the. 
domain of this article; so it must 
be left to authorities on national 
and municipal finance to deal with.

In all samples of droppings taken 
from about 600 sickly young cattle 
through the area, an intestinal para- 
site, which would eventually prove 
fatal, has been found. Fortunately, 
the parasitic infection can be cured 
by treatment. The treatment in- 
volves three doses per head at inter- 
vals, and is being administered by 
Mr. Hyde at a nominal fee of Is. 
an animal. 

The Department’s action, though 
rather belated, is believed to be 
effective by the farmers concerned. 
Losses of cattle in this comparatively 
small area have been very heavy, 
and represent thousands of pounds. 
The disease has been notably higher 
in spring, and in fairly wet pastures. 
Many small farmers have lost their 
entire stock. The publicity given 
to the disease by a Dublin news- 
paper had not the desired effect. The 
Department seemed to take the view 
that the mortality figures were 
greatly exaggerated, and, conse- 
quently, refrained from official 
action.

THEATRE ROYAL 
PANTOMIME 


The danger in launching a “ super- 
show” like the Royals “ Mother 
Goose” lies in the very big chance 
of sacrificing beauty and the story to 
mere spectacle, but the producers of 
this show never even ran a risk. It 
is a balanced prodiction, ranging in 
its appeal from the comparatively slap- 
stick comedy associated with Noel 
Purcell, through the beauty of Alice 
Delgarno’s dancing, to the poignancy 
of a scene which illustrates in mime 
the parting of the famous “ Wild 
Geese’ from their loved ones after 
the .Treaty of Limerick had been 
broken. 

Costuming, lighting, timing—all the 
details of production which, if 
fumbled, can mar a potentially good

The story is the familiar one of the 
Baron (Boloney), Mother Goose and 
the love of the Baron’s step-daughter 
for Mother Goose’s son, with the kind 
of excellent trimming that the Royal 
has always been able to give.

The first 
part of the show hinges largely on 
the humour of Noel Purcell and the 
dancing of the Rockettes and Royal- 
ettes, but in the second part, the full 
possibilities of the huge cast, the 
theatre’s excellent lighting and the pro- 
ducer’s ingenuity are realised.
